} I R, D’Anvers having obferved, that the Miniflertal TV} rh 
4° ters affirm it is Faétious and Seditious to complain of Grie- 
vances, while our Laws are made by our own Reprefentatives, 
freely chofen to Parliament. , 

I would ask (fays he) the/e Sages in Politicks one plain Que- 
ftion, Let us fuppofe that a Parliament fhould at any ‘Time, 
be called, in which one fifth Part of the Boroughs fhould, ac- 
cording to the modern Phrafe, take a Recommendation from 
the Treafury, and caufe Perfons, who are utterly Strangers 
tothem, meerly under that Influence, obtained by a Dittri- 
bution of Places, or Money, or perhaps both, amongft the 
Electors. Now, in this Cafe, I fhould be olad to know 
whether Perfons fo elected, can be properly called Repre/en- 
tatives of the People, or whether they are not rather Com- 
mifftoners from the Treafury ; whether Laws made by the Force 
of their Votes, can be juftly called Laws made by the Confent 
of the People, For my own Fart, I fhould look upon /fich 
Members in the fame Light with my Lords the Bifhops, who 
are elected by a Congé d’ Elire from the Crown, and like them, 
{ think, they ought to be placed on feparate Benches, apart 
from thofe honeft Country Gentlemen, who are chofen by the 
free, uninfluenced Voice of their Fellow Subjects. 

I believe my Suppofition, that one fifth Part of the Bo- 
roughs, may wily ay fall under the Influence of the TREA- 
SURY, will not thought unreafonable; when it is con- 
fidered what a prodigious Multitude of Officers our Debts and 
axes have created within forty or fifty Years paft; belides 
the vaft Power, which the Crown enjoyed before, by the 
Difpofition of Preferments, ecclefiaftical, civil, and military; 
the Nomination of all the Sheriffs in England, excepting 
only the County of Middilefex, and othér Appendages to the 
Sovereignty of thefe Kingdoms, <ill our Port-Boroughs fwarm 


with thefe Officers of one Kind or other; none of our Jn- 
land 
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land Corporaizns are quite free from their Influence at pre. 
fent ;. and if a date Scheme had fucceeded, they would haye 
been in the fame Condition with the Port- Boroughs, It js 
true, indeed, that feveral Regulations have been made as to 
this Affair, fince the Revolution ; but it is well known what 
Effect they have had. All Perfons in the Receipt of the Rv. 
venue are difabled from fiting in Parliament; and, in this 
Point, the Law is fo exprefs, that it will not admit of any 
Evafion. ‘They are likewife reftrained from meddling in 
the Eleéion of others; but they are not reftrained from yo- 
ting themfelves (tho’ a Claufe to that purpofe was offered 
in the late Bill, for reviving the Sa/t Duty) and every Body 
knows that they often do meddle in Eleétions with too much 
Succefs, notwithftanding all the Precautions of the Legifla- 
ture to the contrary. I confefs I could never comprehend 
the Reafon of this Diftinétion between the Receipt and Iffues 
of the Revenue; for tho’ Perfons employed in the Colledtio 
ef Taxes, may be very oppreffive to the People under their 
Jurifdiction ; yet the Di/ribution of the publick Money certanly 
puts it as much in the Power of Men intrufted with it to 
get themfelves chofen into Parliament by unwarrantable Me- 
thods; and feveral late Inflances are fufficient to convince us 
by what Tenure all Perfons in Office hold their Places ;, ef- 
pecially if they happen to have a Seat in either Houle of 
Parliament. 

But it is not my prefent Defign to purfue this Matter 
ina general View. I fhall confine my felf to the Power 
of the ADMIRALTY, which is the Influence chiefly pre- 
valent in the maritime Country where I live; and ast 
may affect too many Boroughs at the next Election, I 
am furprized that an Evil of this Kind fhould be foun 
verfally knowa, and fo often publickly practifed, without 
any Attempt to put a Stop to it. The Number of Digi 
men and Cingue Port Officers is as regularly computed at 
our Country Eleétion, as a Gentleman reckons his own 
‘Tenants ; and what is {till worfe, many of our Boroughs 
are totally governed by this mifchievous Dependence. Hence 
we frequently fee Uittle, low Creatures above Ment down 
and forced upon fuch EleGors, in Prejudice to the neighbouring 
Gentlemen, whom they love and honour, as much 4s they 
defpife and abhor the Mu/brooms, whom they are compe 
to chufe. They have Places in the Cingue Ports, or they work 
in the Docks, and are therefore looked on as the P 
of the Admiralty. The Candidate comes to them witha Let 
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ter from thence, and it is well known that they muft either 
pay Obedience to it, or forfeit their Bread. By thefe Means, 
fuch a Fellow as Walfingham, or any other dirty Tool of Pe- 
wer, may be dragg’d into Parliament, and preferred to a 
Gentleman of the beft Family, Character and Intereft in 
the Neighbourhood. I won’t take upon me to fay how far 
fuch open Attacks on the Liberties of England may prejudice 
Gentlemen inhabiting thofe Parts, where thefe Practices pre- 
vail, againft the Navy itfelf. The Navy is doubtlefs the 
natural Strength of England; a Strength unattended with 
that Jealoufy, which muft ever be entertained of a Land- 
Force. But when that, which fhould be our Prefervation, is 
turned to our Deftruction; when that, which was intended 
to protect our Liberties from all foreign Enemies, thall be- 
come the Means of weakening thofe Liberties at home ; Gen- 
tlemen may, with Reafon, grow out of Humour, and even 
the beft-affected will pay the Land and Malt-Tax with no 
great Alacrity, when they find the Money, taken out of their 
own Pockets, turned againft Them, and by the Force of it 
Strangers preferred in their own Country ; nay, often upon 
their own Eftates, This is a Practice like that forbidden in the 
Jewifh Law ; to feeth the Kid in the Milk of the Dam becaufe 
¢{ was deemed unnatural to ufe that to the De/fruétion of the 
Creature, which was intended for its Prefervation. 

I am perfuaded that no honeft Man in England will feri- 
Oufly juftify thefe Practices. No-body will fay, that it is not 
an Abufe of Power for an Officer of the Admiralty openly to 
fend his Recommendation to a Port-Borough, attended with 
an Injunction to every Perfon, who belongs in any Degree 
to the Navy, to vote agreeably to it, on the Penalty of lofing 
his Poft by a contrary Behavour. It is often, no doubt, 
with great Reluétance that the poor Men pay Obedience to 
luch Commands, They cannot, without Grief of Mind, 
give their Votes: againft a Neighbour, from whom they or 
their Relations, have perhaps received frequent Favours ; 
and yet how often is this the Cafe? It is in vain to plead 
Obligations at thefe Times. They have their Orders, and 
Difmifion is almoft the certain Confequence of Non-Com- 
puanee, J have often thought that thefe menacing Letters to 
“Liedtors are as bad as the Incendiary Letters, by which Perfons 
are threatened with being murdered, or having their Houfes 
burnt, unlefs they leave fuch a Sum of Money, as thefe 
modeft Gentlemen are pleafed to demand of them, at a par- 
Heular Place, Death isjuftly made the Penalty of the Law. 
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to’ thefe Offenders; whereas, in the other Ca/e, 2 Manis 
commanded to give his Vote (to the free Difpofal of which 
he hath as good a Title as to his Money) againft the Di@ates 
of his own Confcience, and, perhaps, the beft Friends 
he hath in the World; and if he does not comply, he and 
his Family are left without an Houfe to cover them, or Bread 
to feed them; yet hath the Law provided no adequate Pu- 
nifhment for Offenders of this King. diag 
If fome Stop be not put to fuch open Invafions on the 
Rights of our Countrymen, we may expect, in a little 
Time, to find the Qualifications requifite to the Officer, 
or Workers in the Dock-Yards, to be how many Votes 
they have, either as Freeholders, or Freemen in Corporations; 
not how able in their Bufinefs, or honeft in their Charadters; 
and it may become the Practice of a defigning Minifter toex- 
tend this Demand fo far, as not to fuffer even a WATER- 
MAN to be retained by the Royal Family, without prodv- 
cing Proof of his Capacity to do fome Mifchief to his Coun- 
try, by having a Vote ready for Order. ; 
When the Parliament annually provides for the r 
of the Navy, it can never be their Intention to load thei 
Fellow-Subje&ts with Taxes, in Order to maintain fome 
Thoufands of Men, hired and banded together to overturn 
the Rights feveral Boroughs in the maritime Counties. The 
Parliament moft certainly makes fuch Provifion with noo 
ther View than the Defence of the Kingdom, and the Fre 
tection of Commerce. They intruft the King with the Ma 
nagement of the Fleet, with the Appointment of Officers, 
and Difpofition of the Money granted for that Service; in full 
Confidence that his Majefty will order it in the beft Manner, 
will appoint the ableft and moft honeft Officers, and mam: 
the People’s Money with the greateft GEconomy. *™ 
grofsly then do thofe Men abufe his Majefty’s T and in- 
jure the People of England, when they employ the Te 
delegated to them, for no other Purpofe than the Service’ 
the Navy, to corrupt the Eleétions of all the neignooum 
Boroughs? Let me tell them that is their Duty toen 
thing from any Perfons under them, but Diligence and : 
nefty in their refpe&tive Pofts: No Men ought to be @ke 
ito the Navy but thofe, whofe Skill and Integrity Tt 
mend them to it ; and if any, foretained, fhould be 
from the Service, becaufe they are not ready to gratily 
Superiors in certain Points, which their Daty to the Tumi 
does nog require of them, ‘it is the higheft Breach of TD 
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atid Mifapplication of the publick Treafure. They kriown 
very well that the Feet is maintained intirely at the Expence 
of their Fellow Subjects ; that not one Shilling: from ‘the ¢iwil 
Lif goes to the Support of it ; that it is the Fleet of the Na- 
ti, kept up by.an annual Charge upon the Lands of England, 
They know that they are themfelves enabled to get great 
Wealth, to live in Plenty and Splendor, not out.of the Purfé 
of the King, but asa Rent-Charge upon their Fellow Subjects ; 
nor does any one envy Them, whilft they ‘confine themfelves 
to their proper Bufinefs. . But can it be endured by any'Gen- 
tleman, who fuffers Diftrefs and contributes to their Gran- 
deur to hear his Neighbours excufing themfelves to him in 
the following Manner? © Sir, I would moft heartily vote for 
you, and ferve you, to the utmoft of my Power. I defire and have 
Reafon to do fo, on Account of the many Favours and Kindneffes, 
which I have received from you; but Mr; Commiffioner threa- 
tens turn me out of tay Employment, if I aé according to my Con- 
fevence, and fays, he. bath Authority from the great Men above 
to let us know it. - ~~- Thefe Gentlemen, who thus tyrannically 
infult their’ Jnferiorsiand ‘defpife the Laws of their Country, 
would do well to remember that ina late Seffion, 4n 44 was 
pajfed to prevent BRIBERY and CoRRUPTION in Eledtions; 
with a very ftri&t Oath and fevere Penalties. They ought 
therefore to confidér ‘whether influencing the Ele¢tors, by 
threatening. them-with the .Lofs of the Places, which they 
NOW enjoy, is not as great an Offence againft the Spirit of 
that Law, as even. giving Places or Money, or Promifes of 
tither, for the fame Purpofe.; with this: Aggravation, that 
they are guilty, at, the fame Timey of Injuftice and Mitt 
demeanor in. their.Offiice ;° whereas private Gentlemen, who 
may endeavour to gain Seats im Parliament bythe fame Me- 
on give their. own Money, arid offend only againtt that 


But, Mr. D’Anvers, when I refle& on the Induftry and 

Ctivity of the Agents for a certain Gentleman, in every 
Part of the Kingdom; .when I obferve’ that all the Arts of 
Fraud and Force are employed to fupport the Power of that 
Gentleman; ] can little expect that what you, or I, or any 
Man can fay, will have much Weight ;¢ tho’ I have’ the 
Pleafure to tell you that in the Country, where I live, there 
feems to be a Spirit growing up. even-amonglt thoje Men, 
who are thus flavifhly treated. Let me therefore defire them 
to confider that. they are to »put.theméelvesy. at. the hext 
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fecure their Liberties and Properties, leflen the national Debs; 
and confequently lower their Taxes; or who may, if they 
pleafe, give them up to the Will of a Minister, to be 
tormented and devoured by ExcIsemeEn.--- If they are hard 
prefled with Menates by Letters, or Meffages, \et them care- 
fully preferve the Letters; let them make Memorandums of 
the Meffages, the Perfons, the Times, and the Places; fo that 
if, at laft, they fhould happen to fuffer the following the ho- 
neft Di€tates of their own Hearts, they may be armed with 
Materials to petition the Parliament, which will afluredly do 
them Juftice on their cruel Oppreffors.

R. Fog’s laft Fournal contains an Efiay upon the Un- 
M certainty of Hiftory. He oberues that nat only Matters 
of Faé& are varioufly related by Authors of different te 
but that thofe of the fame Country clafh and oppofe eo 
Mr. Fog concludes from hence, that the beft Way ta rae 
Truth in Hiftory is to take particular notice of the meme" A 
the Aétors, and to compare their feveral Characters wif 
Actions a/cribed to them, : that 

I cannot eafily be induced to believe (fays Mr. Fog) | ~ 
even Terentius Varre, was fo arrant a Scoundrel as he s! 


prefented, that a Butcher’s Son fhould be raifed to the Dignity 
of Conful, with Parts mean as his Birth, feems at! 
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extraordinary. When the dreadful Overthrow at Canne 
was attributed to his Ignorance, Cowardice and Obttinacy, 
the Senate met him in their Formalities, and returned him 
Thanks for not defpairing of the Safety of the Common- 
wealth, This argued noble Fortitude in them, and was 
a good political Bravado. But after fuch Proofs of Mif- 
behaviour and Weaknefs, they fhould for a long Time in- 
truft fuch a Fellow with the Conduct of Armies’ and Go- 
vernment of Provinces, feems to argue, either that the Se- 
nate had lefs Virtue and Judgment than they ‘are repre- 
fented to have had, or that Yarrahad more, This is almoft 
as incredible, as if 4 Man in this free Country fhould be faid 
to have involved and perplexed the State with crude, need-, 
lefs, contradi€tory Treaties, under Pretext of defending 
our Liberties; fhould be the chief Promoter of keeping up 
a Standing Army, and be the Source of Bribery and Corrup- 
tion; fhould affeé&t to be thought an Encourager of T’rade, 
and at the fame time fhould project and_perfift in wild 
Schemes, which inevitably would deftroy it; fhould thro’ 
Indignation be hanged in Effigies in fome Towns, burnt, in 
others, in all reviled and detefted ; and notwithftanding all 
thefe Proceedings, without any Alteration of Conduét, Pro- 
mile of Amendment, or Contrition for paft Mifcarriages, 
that this very Man fhould continue in O- --, and in thofe 
very Towns fhould, with his Abettors, be welcomed, 
carefied and flattered. Really 1 cannot imagine that fuch 
Things can ever happen, Things fo incongruous fo unac- 
Countable, But if ever they fhould happen in any Country, 
{ fhall then conclude the Profperity of that Country to be 
Na very declining Condition, and the People of it moft 
Corrupt, abject and degenerate. 

Iam ata great Lofs to reconcile many of the Actions to 
the Character of Tiberius as defcribed by Tacitus.. That T?- 
berius fhould become more tyrannical and fufpicious as his 

ears encreafed, is probable enough; but that his lafcivious 
Appetites fhould increafe with them is fcarce credible. We 
" not find him much fwaved by them in Youth, and it has 
the Air of Slander, to relate that he fhould wholly give up 
himfelf to the bafeft Vice, and wafte his Time with Pathics, 
oa decrepid with Age, and covered with Blotches. This 
pe fo unlikely, that I give no more Credit to it, than I 
“0 to certain common Reports, that a certain Perfon, weak 
“id infirm too, was fecretly addicted to the fame Vice." Do 
40t fancy that I intend an Apology for Tiberias, or for any 
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of the Monfters, who fucceeded him ; but this gives me Leave 
to fay, I am lefs incenfed againft them for their Barbarities 
and Extravagancies, than againft that degenerate People, who 
fubmit to them. My prefent Aim is only to fhew how dif. 
fident we ought to be of the beft un-infpired Authors; for 
even from Tacitus Inftances may be produced of as great Pru- 
dence, of Bravery, of as noble Contempt of Flattery, and of 
the greateft Generofity and Magnificence in Tiberius, as can 
be fhewn in moft Princes ; and thefe feem as inconfiftent with 
the Multitude of Vices imputed to him by Tacttus, as it 
would to afirm a General to be victorious and glorious, and 
confummate in the Art of War, and at the fame Time to 
allow, that he has often been a tame Spectator of Towns 
being taken, when his Troops have not been inferior to 
the Enemy; that he has been forced to raife a Seige by an 
Army not a third Part fo numerous as his own, and that he 
fcarce ever fhewed his Face ina Field of Battle, but he quit- 
ted it, with his Back to it.

tor of Saxony duly elected King: The Ruffians employ wate 
fixth and the 7th in throwing feveral Bridges of Boats 
the Vij?ula, intending to attempt the Paflage on the cig” 
It was however the ninth, before they were ina fufhe 
Readinefs. That Day they began to pafs the River, < the 
Number of 3000 Men, but the Crown Regimentary, Head 
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Head of 18000 Poles, gave them fo warm a Reception, 
that they were obliged to repafs the River with the Lofs 
(as the Dantzick Adviccs fay) of 600 killed, and 400 
taken Prifoners, and the Colonel Count Sidrucky. ‘The 
Poles are however faid not to have loft many lefs on 
their Side. The Rujfians employed the whole Day, on 
the roth and the beit part of the Night following, in re- 
pairing their Bridges, under a continual Fire, to hinder 
the Poles from advancing to demolifh their Works, On 
the 11th they began again, two Hours before Day, to crofs 
the River. The Regimentary, as foon as he had Notice of 
it, advanced againft them with the Body of his Army, but 
notwithftanding all his Endeavours, the Ruffians pufhed for- 
ward with fo much Vigour, that he was obliged to give Way, 
and retire towards Warfaw. The Ruffans were foon over 
the River to the Number of 24000 Men, and marching 
likewife dire@tly towards Varfaw (of which they took Poi- 
feffion that Afternoon) the Poles retired before them, and 
marched towards Cracow. The Ruffians were no fooner 
entered, than they began to plunder the Palaces of all the 
Grandees who have accompanied King Staniflaus to Dantzick. 
They next Thing they did, was to detach a large Body of 
Troops towards Dantzick, to endeavour to difloge King Sta- 
mflaus and his Party from thence. In the mean Time the 
third Column of Ruffian Troops, confifting of 12000 Men, 
are pafled Grodno, and are now marching with all Diligence 
towards-the Viffula, upon whofe Arrival, their Army in Po- 
land will confift of 70000 Men, befides z0000 Saxons, who 
will all take their Winter-Quarters in that Kingdom. Ge- 
neral Lafei has taken Poffeffion of Prince Czartorinski’s Pa- 
lace for his Refidence. The Princefles Wiesnowiski and Lu- 
bomirski, together with Madam Branicka, are departed for 
Drefden, to invite their new Queen, to come with her Con- 
fort to Poland. 

The Court of Petersburg was not a little irritated upon 
receiving the News of the City of Dantzick having received 
King Stantflaus, with all poffible Honour and Refpeéct, and 
acknowledged him as King of Poland; and that the Re- 
gimentary had caufed the Houfes of the Ruffian and Saxon 
Minifters to be plundered. Expreffes were immediately dif- 
Patched to General Laci, to execute his Orders at War/aw, 
and then to march direétly to Dantzick; and to the Admi- 
rals in the Baltick, to fail dire@tly thither with their Squadrons, 


the Czarina haying refolved to call that City to an Account 
for 
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for the Forwardnefs of its Magiftrates, and to procure ‘her. 
felf SatisfaGtion for the Affront offered her Minifters at Por. 
faw, as well as to oppofe King Staniflaus, with all her For. 
ces. 

Tt is faid that not above 80 Polish Grandees and Gentlemen 
were prefent at the Election of the Elector of Saxony to the 
Crown of Poland.

determine his Re-acceffion to the Throne. ‘The Vittory® 
the Turks over the Perfians (or as fome fay) the Death ¢ 
his General Keu/i-kan, has brought this Prince again :

TX our BEE N° XXVIII, we promifed our fair Readers Me 
let them fee, by an Extraé out of our Chinefe Letter, that 
LiBERALITY, and a noble publick Spirit is not confined i 
China to MEN alone, but that there are as confprcuous xampe 
of itin feveral WOMEN: We fall now oblige our Readers 
with a Tranflation, of fome Pieces which we had in our Ejt, 
when we made the above-mentioned Promife. 


A remarkable Inftance of LipERALITY in the prefent reg 
mg Emprefs of CHina, to Women of an advanced Age. 


Theé prefent Emprefs was no fooner publickly acknow a 
as fuch> than fhe diftinguifhed herfelf by performing 
A& of Genérofity, throughout the whole Empire, to Wo 


above the Age of Seventy. The Emperor iffued an 
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for this End, directed to the Viceroys of the feveral Provin- 
ces, who communicated it to the Governors of Cities, of 
the fecond and third Rank. Thefe ancient Women, by virtue 
of this Order, were diftinguifhed into three feveral Clafles, 
xccording to their Age. The firf? Clafs comprehended all 
between the Age of feventy and eighty. The /econd thoic 
between eighty and ninety. And the third all from ninety to 
an hundred or upwards, The Diftribution of this Liberality, 
which confifted in a certain Number of Pieces of Callicoe, 
and fome Bufhels * of Rice, was made in Proportion to thefe 
three feveral Ages. |Thofe who exceeded eighty Years 
partook of a greater Share of the Emprefs’s Genero/ity, than 
thofe who were not arrived to that Age, and thofe who were 
above ninety had ftill a greater Part afigned them. 

As foon as the Mandarin of every Place received the Order 
of the Court, from the Hands of the Viceroy of his Pro- 
vince, he made it publick, by caufing Mandates be affixed ip 
all Inns, or Places of publick Refort. Thefe Pieces of Cal- 
licoe, and Bufhels of Rice were diftributed to all Women of 
the Ave prefcribed, of whatever Quality or Condition, whe- 
ther they appeared in Perfon to demand it, or fent for it by 
their Relations or Friends, with a Certificate from the Cap- 
tain of their Quarter, or their Neighbours teftifying, that fuch 
aone of fuch a Family, and dwelling in fuch a Place, was 
afually of the Age required, to entitle them to a Share of 
the Empre(s’s Bounty. 

Thofe who had formerly partaken of the like Liberality 
were admitted without any new Certificate, it being the 
Bufinefi of the proper Officers, if they fufpect a Fraud, to 
have Recourfe to former Regifters. ‘The Governor of 
each City, who made the Diftribution, throughout the whole 
extent of his Diftri@, caufed an exact Lift to be made of 
the Names and Ages of all thofe who received her Majetty’s 
Bounty {pecifying, at the fame Time, the Number of the 
Pieces of Callicoe, and the Quantity of Rice diftributed, with 
the total Amount of both: Thefe Lifts were put into the 
Hands of the Viceroys, who remitted them to the Sovereigi, 
Court of Aids, or the Exchequer, at Peking. 

By an Account publifhed in one of the Chingfe Gazetts, 
23 remitted in a Memorial to the Emperor, from the Vice- 
roy of the Province of Chantong, it appears, that the Num- 

ber 

” This Meafure which we here calla Bufbel, is of 120 1. Weight, 
. Quantity Sufficient for 100 Perfans for a Day; or for 200; ff it be 
made into a fort of Spoon-meat, as the Chingle ufually eat it 
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ber of ancient Women, who were Partakers of this Gen. 
rofity, inthat Province alone, was as follows : viz. Womer 
between feventy and eighty Years 98,222 ; between eigh 
and ninety 40,893; above ninety 3,453. That fuch a 
Number of ancient Women were found in one fingle Pro- 
vince of this vaft Empire, and particularly in Chantong, 
which is none of the /arge/f, is what may hardly be credited 
in Europe ; efpecially if to thefe be added the Number of thofe, 
whofe Condition or Circumftances put them above receiving 
a kind of Charity, defigned chiefly for the Relief of the Por: 
‘To fuch however as have travelled thefe prodigious Regions, 
and know, that thefe Provinces are fo many little Kingdoms ; 
that China is in general very populous, and that the Frugality 
of the Chinefe make them commonly longer lived, than the 
Inhabitants of Europe, it will not appear in the leaft ftrange. 
But if the Number of aged Women may feem extraordi- 


nary, what will not the immenfe Sum expended on this Oc- 


cafion! For Inftance, in the Province of Chantong alone, let 
us fuppofe it to have been, for the Women of feventy and up- 
wards, two Crowns a Head, thofe of eighty and upwards 
three Crowns, and the Remainder four Crowns 2-piece. 
This is calculating at the very loweft : Let us however fup- 
pofe but the fame Sum expended in each of the other thirteen 
Provinces of China, and the Leao-tong; tho’ it is certain, 
that the Provinces of Kiang-nan, Tche-kiang, and Hou-quangs 
to mention no more, are much larger than that of Changi, 
and contain twice the Number of Inhabitants : Upon ths 
Suppofition, I fay, the whole Sum would amount to a Millon 
Sterling,a LineRAtiry worthy fo great an Emprefs, and 
alike Inftance of which no Eurspean Hiftory can furnifh. 

This Benefaction of the Emprefs had been preceded by 
a like of the Emperor’s, in the firft Year of his Reign, © 
the three Claffes of ancient Men, in the fame Mannet. 
‘Thus thefe two crowned Heads endeavour, by their ou 
great Examples, to excite a Spirit of Generofity and Liberality 
in their Subjeé?s, and, at the fame Time, a particular von 
ration for Old-age. This Efteem and Refpect is cartied 
fuch a Height in China, that when any Perfons of either Sex 
attain to the Age of 100 Years, a fort of triumphal dre 
is erected, at the Expence of the Emperor, before thei

In obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Will, made 
publick throughout the whole Empire, that Monuments fhould 
be erected to the Honour of fuch Widows, Wives and Dam- 
fels, as had diftinguifhed themfelves in a fingular Manner, 
either by their Continence, by their Refpeét and Duty to 
their Parents, or Husbands, &c. the T/ong-ton and Viceroy 
of the Province of Canton, have given us to underftand, 
that, in the City of Sim-hoez, there was a young Daméel 
named Leaxg, who'gave a fingular Inftance of Perfeverance 
and Refolution, even to the giving up her Life to preferve 
her Cha/tity. "This Maiden was of a fwect and amiable Dif- 
pofition of Mind, great Uprightnefs of Heart, of exquifite 
Beauty, and withal of an unblemifhed Chaftity. In the 15th 
Year of the Reign of Cang-hi, fome Pyrates having made 
a Defcent on the Coaft, they would have violated the young 
Leang, but fhe refifted, and would on no Account gratify 
their Brutifh Paffion, She was made a Prifoner, and carried 
Captive on board their Veffel, where fhe would not fuffer 
the leaft Indecency to be offered her Perfon ; but, after ha- 
ving loaded thefe impious Wretches with juft Reproaches, 
took the firft Opportunity fhe could find, to free herfelf 
from their [mportunity, by throwing herfelf into the Sea, 
and facrificing her Life to preferve her Honour: This, moft 
gracious Sovereign, is the Fad?, as laid before us by thefe 
two Officers. After having duly examined the Proofs laid 
before us to evince this Faét, we are humbly of Opinion, 
that fo remarkable an Inftance of Virtve ought not to pafs 
unregarded ; and that the Example of a young Damfel’s lay- 
ing down her Life to preferve her Virginity, ought to be 
made publick, as a worthy Object for Imitation. In Pur- 
luance, therefore, of your Majefty’s moft gracious Mandate, 
and agreeable to the ancient Cuftoms of this Empire, we have 
determined, that a triumphal Arch be ereéted in Honour to 
this Damfel, with a Monument of Stone, and an Jnfcription 
ving an Account of this tluftrious Aétion, that the Memory 
of it may be handed down to our lateft Pofterity.

fuffice, for the Prefervation of her Husband’s; and when 
Death at laft had taken him away, fhe gave herfelf fo ° 
tirely up to a virtuous Grief, as, in a few Days, mae 
follow him.
